Financing Program 

The administration has been 
considering 2 complex urban fi- 
nancing program drawn up by a 
panel of Treasury Department 
officials, An executive summary 
of the package developed by 
Treasury's urban development 
task force—a copy of which has 
been obtained by The New York 
Times—calls for special govern- 
ment financing, grants and tex 
incentives to lure business back 
to the cities, 

A major unresolved issue is 
whether the financing program 
will include a mechanism to 
make toans to cltles on an emer- 
gency basis if, for example, they 
Bre denied access to the public 
securities market. 

Final recommendations from 
agencies that have been examin- 
ing the plan are expected within 
about two months, sources said. 

The Treasury document says 
the urban financing package is 
designed to “stimulate the private 
sector to locate, remain, and ex- 
pand in depressed urban areas.”

Abrasive Executives Inviting 
Failure, U.S. Researcher Says 


By Lois Timnick 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 3L— 
Abrasive personality is the single 
most frequent cause for the fail- 
ure of bright men and women 
in the executive ranks of busi- 
ness and industry, according to 
a Boston psychologist, Harry 
Levinson, 

Speaking at an American Psy- 
chological Association symposium 
this week, Mr, Levinson said 
that this kind of person “who 
like the proverbial porcupine 
seems to have a natura] knack 
for jabbing others in an irri- 
tating, sometimes painful, way” 
—uneconsciously undermines his 
success and usually is fired by 
an exasperated boss or stuck 
permanently at the lower levels 
of his company. 

Some sbrasive types do man- 
age to climb to the top—Mr. Lev- 
inson po:nts to Israel's Moshe 
Dayan, U.S. Navy Adm Hyman 
Rickover, the late FBI chief 
J. Edgar Hoover, and former 
President Richard Nixon—but 
their numbers are few in busi- 
ness and industry where team- 
work and the ability to delegate 
responsibility are essential. 

The abrasive personality, how- 
ever, “frequently criticizes ‘others, 
often to a bruising point and 
with little diplomacy. He char- 
acteristically questions, analyzes 
and demolishes his colleagues‘ 
positions, sometimes even pro- 
vokes their hostility. Hhis pene- 
trating insight is often under- 
mined and vitiated by the con- 
descending manner in which he 
offers his views. He has little 
capacity for diplomacy, rarely is 
able to sense other people's feel- 
ing. by putting himself in their 
shoes, and frequently inststs that 
he must be ‘open,’ ‘truthful’ and 
‘tell it Ike it is” 

Such a person is a good can- 
didate for depression and suicide, 
prone to heart attacks, and will 
have great difficulty if forced 
to retire, Mr. Levinson said. But 
because he is usually intelligent, 
analytical, a perfectionist, and 
@ self-starter, his superiors may 
go to great lengths to tolerate 
his jdiosyncracies, often refer- 
ring him to a psychologist or 
@ psychiatrist. 

But Mr. Levinson, who is a 
psychologist at the Levinson In- 
stitute and Harvard Medical 
School, said that group therapy 
techniques that are popular with 
U.S. corporations may destroy an 
abrasive person completely in- 
stead of helping him, because 
the confrontation they feature 
threatens the protective struc- 
ture such a person has built 
around his feelings of heipless- 
TOSSES.

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Sri Lanka’s Spicy Breezes 


Sri Lanka, once “Ceylon's isle" in Bishop 
Heber's hymn, is undergoing a remarkable 
duplication of the experiences of its huge 
neighbor to the north: India. It has known 
a leftist authoritarian rule by a woman, Mrs. 
Sirimavo Bandaranaike; it has known 
charges of corruption and nepotism; it has 
reversed the political order by a free vote 
and. under its new Premier, J.R. Jayewar- 
dene, is moving through some explosions of 
violence toward a freer system that leans 
cioser to the West in world affairs. 

‘The violence, too, has some resemblances 
to India's ethnic strains, although it ts rather 
simpler. It reflects the opposition of the 
indigenous Sinhalese to the Tamils who were 
brought in from India to labor in the flelds. 
For India. layer on layer of conquest, as 
well ss large geographical size and com- 
plexity, brought rivalry among many groups 
—Hindus, Sikhs, Muslims, Parsees, Pre- 
aryans—divided by language and race, reli- 
gion and culture. 

For Sri Lanke, the hostility between Tamil 
and Sinhalese was more like that of Burmese 
and Bengali, of Chinese and Indonesian, of 
Indian and Fijian, of Irish and Ulster Scot 
—or, for that matter, of the American-born 
and every wave of immigration that came 
to the United States. It was fear of the 


stranger, complicated by economic competi- 
tion and politics. 

In other words, Sri Lanka is endeavoring 
to work free from the xenophobia that is, 
far more than ideology or the older national- 
isms, the curse of today’s world. Some of this 
doubtless springs from the pressure of in- 
creasing populations, which turns man to- 
ward smaller groupings to support his self- 
esteem; some from the economic stresses in 
a world whose resources are clearly more 
limited than in the past. 

When Bishop Heber wrote of the spicy 
breezes that blew over Ceylon's isle, “where 
every prospect pleases, and only man is 
vile,” he could blame the evils on the hea- 
then in his blindness. But that same blind- 
ness affected the British Empire and, in far 
more ‘rutal form, inspired “Meln Kampf” 
and the terrible woes it inflicted upon human- 
ity. And it remains, and grows, to set off 
bombings and hijackings, the looting of 
neighborhoods and the Hmitations of even 
the most democratic of governments. Man 
today may bow down to wood and stone as 
formulae to set him apart from his fellows— 
but far too much of the inspiration of those 
formulae stems from fear and hatred of 
those fellow-humans; far too little from the 
common fate that set mankind in this world 


and makes the whole race interdependent. 


Concorde: Off Again, on Again 


For 17 months now, the Port Authority: of 
New York and New Jersey has succeeded in 
thwarting efforts by the British and French 
governments to fly the Concorde in and out 
of Kennedy International Airport on a trial 
basis. Its latest success ts in persuading the 
U.S. Court of Appeals in New York to delay 
the enforcement of a lower court's order that 
directed it to let the owners of the airplane 
begin test operations. This success was ex- 
pected—the delay is for the purpose of 
letting the Appellate Court hear arguments 
on the validity of that order—but we hope it 
is short-lived. The Port Authority has been 
able to spin out this controversy long enough. 

In case you've forgotten, it was early in 
1976 that then Secretary of Transportation 
William Coleman ruled that the Concorde 
should be given a chance at two U.S. air- 
ports to demonstrate that it can operate 
within acceptable environmental standards. 
The test at one of those airports, Dulles, near 
‘Washington, began soon after that. But at 
Kennedy Airport, the Port Authority has post- 
poned the test period through inaction and 
delay. 

When its dilatory tactics were challenged 
in court last spring, U.S. Judge Milton Pol- 
Jack upheld federal jurisdiction over the 
matter and ruled, accordingly, that the Port 
Authority did not have the power to bar the 
Concorde in the face of Secretary Coleman's 
decision; he was overruled on that point by 
the Appellate Court. This time, with the 
rights of the Port Authority no longer in 
question, Judge Pollack has ruled that the 


Port Authority has abused its power by the 
way it has handled the case. His opinion 
seems to us to be so persuasive that the 
Court of Appeals ought to be able to dispose 
of the appeal of his order quickly. 

The Port Authority has shabbily treated 
the two foreign governments that bullt the 
Concorde. It has refused to determine that 
operations of their airplane violate existing 
noise standards—which as a practical matter 
it doesn't enforce against some aircraft now 
in service, anyway—and it has refused to 
let them demonstrate that the plane can 
meet those standards. It has also refused 
to set new standards for supersonic aircraft, 
pleading that it needs more time to make 
more studies. But it has taken no action 
to make those studies, and it has given every 
indication that {t doesn’t really intend to 
make them. 

In other words, the Port Authority has 
acted as a government might act in a na- 
tlon where power is total and law means 
nothing. Its members don’t want the Con- 
corde to land at Kennedy, and they are 
willing to disregard both the law and the 
facts to enforce their desires. That may be 
good polltics—most New York politicians 
seem to think that it is—but it js bad 
government, and particularly bad for the 
orderly conduct of foreign relations. It is 
denying to the Concorde and its owners, 


‘who are, after all, two major foreign allies, . 


the essence of what U.S. government ought 
to be all about: fairness and respect for law.

Betting Against Famine 


President Carter's decision to seek a 20- 
per-cent cut in wheat acreage represents a 
victory for the Agriculture Department and 
wheat farmers, a loss for the Treasury 
Department and the Council of Economic 
Advisers and a bet against world hunger next 
year, It’s a risky bet and a regrettable deci- 
sion. 

The issue arises because of pressure from 
wheat growers. Prices are depressed after 
four years of all-out production, especially 
the bountiful crops of the last two years. The 
farmers argue that the current price, about 
$2 ἃ ‘bushel, is even lower than production 
cost. The 1978 crop must be restricted, they 
contend, to maintain decent prices and to 
avold Hwiding up immense surpluses. Large 
grain stocks, they point out, are expensive 
to store and are vulnerable to rats, insects 
and mold. 

Meanwhile, how much ohance is there that 
such big American surpluses might be needed 
to offset serious crop failures elsewhere in 
the world? Agriculture Secretary Bergland 
has offered his assessment: Less than one 
chance in 20 of such a disastrous failure, so 
small a risk that it should be accepted. 

The President, himself a farmer, did not 
give Mr. Bergland the whole 25 per cent 
wheat cutback the secretary recommended. 
And he spoke of creating 8. grain reserve 
of perhaps 35 million tons, though this ap- 
pears to do hardly more than attach a formal 
name to surphis stocks that would exist any- 
way. (Mr. Carter's offer of six million tons 
for a Special International Emergency Food 
Reserve is surely welcome: let other coun- 
tries now offer to put up thelr share). But 
Mr. Carter did, in any event, go along with 
the Agriculture Department's underlying 

The essential point is that nobody—in- 


cluding the Azriculture Department—knows 
what the weather will be next year or what 
effect it will have on agrtoultural production 
here and abroad. What is known is that a 
disturbing pattern of unusual weather has 
‘been cbserved over much of the planet 
recently, and that in some areas—mnotably 
Africa's Sahel—continued drought threatens 
renewed disaster. This year there has been 
widespread drought in the United States, 
too; in parts of Europe crops have been 
significantly damaged by excessive rains. 

Against this background, the chances of 
major crop failure in America or abroad and 
the arithmetic of grain supplies start to 
look ominous indeed. At the end of this 
erop year, American grain reserves will 
probably total about 80 million tons, with 
about 55 million fons available for export. 
That is about the minimum amount we 
might be called on to supply lf there were 
a serious grain-producing failure in other 
countries. Simultaneous failure in several— 
in, say, the Soviet Union, China and India— 
could precipitate a world food crisis, 

What, after all, are the stakes in the 
gamble Mr. Carter will now lay before Con- 
gress? If the problem is that farm income 
needs to be supplemented, that can be ac- 
complished directly, with subsidies, while 
letting full production continue. If the prob- 
lem is expense, such a solution would not 
cost all that much more than Mr. Carter's 
program, which would come to about $4.4 
billion, largely in incentive payments to 
farmers,to cut back their planting of wheat. 
But what if the problem, a year from now, 
15 that there 15 not enough food? How much 
ibetter it would be to deal with the present 
problem of abundance now than with a pos- 
sible problem of scarcity later.

This year, the longhow-toting 
celebrity marks the 600th anni- 
yersary of bis first mention—in 
Langland's “Piers Plowman"—and 
eolncidentally, an English sriter, 
John Sheffield, has published a 
book that puts the bandit-hero ia 
perspective, separating fact «if 
there was any) from fiction. 

“There is no ‘true story’ of 
Robin Hood,” Shetfield contends 
in “Nottingham: A Guide.” Even 
Yangland’s work treated him as 
entirely fictitious. What he was, 
ShefGeld believes, despite serious 
efforts by some scholars to find 
8 real Robin Hood in the thicket 
of fantasy. was the embodiment 
in nerrative form of widespread

Tn Robin Hood's day. which 
was any time between the 13th

wide, Thanks to agriculture and 
industry, it is mow about one- 
twentieth of its original size.

They placed nearly a 
third of the country under τὸν 
strictive forest laws which pro- 


fected the beasts of their chase 
from any activity which would 
damage the royal sport.” . Penal- 
ties for violation of the Jaws were 
severe, including mutilation and 
death, though they were relaxed 
somewhat following the signing 
of the Magna Carta in 1515. 

“If there was an historical 
Robin Hood,” Sheffleld concludes. 
“the 13th century seems the like- 
liest period, when resentment of 
the laws was at its height." The 
barons and the landed gentry 
found the laws as irksome as did 
the peasants—many of their 
estates fell within reya) forest?—

S (YHiT)-—The season has 
arrived for the return of the 
native. While the people who 
supposedly set the style were 
away, one of the most luxurious 
restaurants in Paris re-establish- 
ed itself. 

Laurent reopened without fan- 
fsre on July 12, operating like 
a show on the road determined 
to iron out the kinks before the 
official first night. τὶ did so 
well that plans for an inaugural 
bash have been shelved as no 
longer necessary. 

Three and @ half years ago the 
old Laurent in the neoclassic 
pavilion with the cream-and~ 
apricot fagade in the gardens of 
the Champs-Hiysées (the building 
dates to 1842) was closed. During 
the interim, ownership changed 
bands. The present proprietor ia 
the Société Européenne des 
Grands Restaurants (Sir James 
Goldsmith is one of the principa) 
shareholders). Laurent is the 
first of the chain. 

Within, the premises were re- 
styled by London decorator An- 
thony Little in a light but muted 
fashion. The result is elegant. 
The kitchens were redone and 
refitted to become a spacious, 
airy and functional work center. 

Young Staff 

The staff is new and every~ 
body, except the director, is under 
35. Chosen for their personalities 
a5 well as their abilities, they 
exude a smiling unpretentious- 
ness which being somewhat rare 
in top-drawer houses is twice 85 
appreciated. The team spirit 
encoureges suggestions and con- 
tributions from everybody.

NEw YORK (NYT).—The great

Next year the number of per- 
sons aged 16 to 18, now 17 mil- 
lion, will drop by 40,000; in five 
years it will be 12 million lower, 
according to Census Bureau pro- 
jections. 

‘This population shift comes just 
as the Carter administration is 
beginning to design a $1-biliion 
program that is to supply 200,000 
jobs for unemployed youths. 

The natural decline over the 
next few years, however, could 
touch off shortages of recruits 
Sard the employers of the 

ung, institutions ranging from 
{be Anny to hamburger stands. 

“No question about it, the 
change in the next five to 10 
years may well be one of having 
a shortage in the low-wage oc- 
cupations,” said Robert Taggart, 
former executive director of the 
National Council on Employment 
Policy, who has been picked to 
head the growing federal youth 
employment effort. 

In New York City, which has 
one of the highest youth unem- 
ployment rates in the United 


labor statistics, said, “I see im- 
provement short-term and long- 
term.” 


“It's too early to say we've made 
the turn,” he said of the youth 
job problem, “but there iy a bot 
toming out.”

U.S. Concerns’ Projects 
2d Highest in 24 Years 


NEW YORE, Aug. 31 (NYT).— 
Capital appropriations by the 
1,000 largest US. manufacturers 
totaled $15.19 billion in the second 
quarter of 1977, the second highest 
amount in the 24-year history 
of such surveys, the Conference 
Board reported yesterday. 

Capital sppropriations, which 
are authorizations to spend money 
in the future for new plant and 
equipment, were 4 per cent over 
those in the first quarter of the 
year and 24 per cent above those 
of the second quarter of 1976. 

The appropriations record was 
set in the third quarter of 1974, 
with a totel of $16.38 billion. 
Second-quarter 1977 eppropria- 
tions would have been highest 
except for a 20-per-cent cutback 
by the petroleum industry. 

“Although a continuation of the 
ongoing upturn in new invest- 
ment seems likely,” said Edgar 
Fiedler, vice-president of eco- 
nomic research, “business confi- 
dence does not appear ebullient 
enough to support a full-fledged 
capital spending boom.” 

Mr. Fiedler said, however, that 
the second-quarter improvement 
in appropriations was more wide- 
spread than at any time since the 
first quarter of 1973. 

He said that along with second- 
quarter advances in new orders 
for machinery and equipment 
and commercial and construction 
contracts, business investment 
would be a major force in sustain- 
ing economic expansion for the 
remainder of 1977 ang into 1978.

PRETORIA, Aug. 31 (Reuters). 
—The president of the South Afri- 
can Amateur Athletic Union, 
Prof. Hannes Botha, resignéd yes- 
terday to protest racial integra- 
tion in athletics. 

He said he wanted “no part 
in this surrendering of ane's in- 
heritance.” . Botha declared that 
a recent move by the SAAAT to 
accept mixed clubs and provinces 
fn its new constitution was “a 
radical decision with which I 
cannot associate myself.” 

“If power-sharing in sport at 
club and provincial level—that 
is, equal voting rights, mixed 
teams and mixed managements— 
are to be allowed, the logical con- 
sequence of this principle must 
be power-sharing at political ley- 
el,” he said. “We know this is 
in direct conflict with government 
policy,” he said, and "it is dis- 
honest to allow this principie 
im the field of sport and to with- 
hold it fram the black and brown 
people in other fields.” 

He sald sport could never fune- 
tion outside the political setup 
of 8 country. “Sport integration, 
therefore, implies social integra- 
tion," he said.
